Cymbidiums Are Easy To Grow 

Have you ever grown Fuchsias, Tuberous Begonias, Camel- 
lias or Azaleas? ...Then you can grow Cymbidiums, Yes, it’s 
true, once their simple requirements are understood, Cym- 
bidiums are indeed easy to grow and they require no special 
facilities or skill in their culture. A considerable number of 
early plantings of these beautiful orchids here in Southern 
California were under oak trees, and many of these original 
plants with no special care grew to enormous size, with indi- 
vidual plants often producing several hundred flowers each 
season. 


Where To Grow Them 

The average lath house makes a good growing location as 
well as the area under trees which admit plenty of light. Cym- 
bidiums cannot stand full sun, however they must have lots 
of light in order to flower freely. They can of course be grown 
in a glasshouse where a cool night temperature is very satis- 
factory. The plants themselves may be grown in pots or in 
prepared beds in the ground. Either method is satisfactory and 
of course plants in beds require less attention in regard to 
watering. The beds should have good drainage and have lots 
of humus such as leaf mould mixed into the soil. For pot 
culture, a good mixture is as follows: 


3 parts shredded redwood fibre or redwood shavings 
3 parts coarse leaf mould 

# parts good top soil 

1 part cow manure (real old)

follows: whenever plants are watered, give them a thorough 
soaking and do not again water until the growing media is 
almost dry. Of course, most growing plants require more 
water during the summer months and Cymbidiums are no 
exception, ee rote Reet constantly et 


Temperatures ee ie 

Cymbidiums have demonstrated their ability to grow and 
thrive in many localities and under widely different conditions 
of heat and cold. During hot dry weather a little extra humid- 
ity can be provided by an occasional light sprinkling on the 
foliage, but this should not be excessive or too much water 
may reach the roots. In the other direction, Cymbidiums will — 
tolerate several degrees of frost, and in some sections of Cali- 
fornia have required no protection when grown under lath or 
trees, even in our very coldest years. In other areas however, 
some protection may be pete should the temperature oF 
below 26°-28°. 


Fertilizing 


Very little fertilizer should be used and nes growers do 
not fertilize at all. We suggest that if fertilizer is used it 
should be applied very sparingly and only on strong plants 
which have been established for a year or more. Weak plants 
or new divisions should never be fertilized. 


Pests 


Cymbidiums are not bothered by many pests and the usual 
precautions and corrective measures applied to other ever- 
green plants are usually satisfactory.

actual attention than many varieties of plants commonly grown 
around the home or in the garden, and prices are reasonable.

lowed to become completely dry at the roots. The mottled leaf 
varieties require more heat and should have a minimum n 
temperature of 55° or above. A satisfactory potting mixt 
may be arrived at by using the formula given earlier for y 
bidiums, except that the proportion of Leaf Mould 
doubled.
